Western Union issues quite as many 
The railroad passes permit free travel, 
the express passes the sending of free 
packages, and the telegraph passes per- 
mit the sending of free messages, no 
matter wheie the holder may be in the 
United States. The designs on the passes 
are sometimes very pretty, and the col- 
lection this year, as seen in President 
Thomas C. Platt's office the other day, 
was a curiously beautiful one of the 
lithographic art. 
The most unique and 


expressive is a card sent out by Mr. John 
Hoey, of the Adams Express company. 
On the face, delicately engraved, is a 
Bkull, and above it ia fine letters is the 
word "Deadhead."—New York Sun.

A New Teut for Austrlans. 


Several Prussian officers went to Vi- 


enna two weeks ago to show the Emper- 
or Franz Joseph and his generals the 
tent used in the German army, and to 
explain its advantages.

BOUSE. 


Yesterday George Wright shipped a train 


load of beeves to Paget Sound, the first 
cotisignment ot 1,300 head which he pnr- 
chased in this vicinity, Commentiog upon 
the fact thtt oattle are being purchased 
here for the Paget Sound Dressed Bsef 
and Packing Company, the Truokee Re- 
publican asks "why it is that we never 
hear of the Nevada Dressed Beef and 
Packing Company? 
The whole State," 


it adds, "is a stock range, and Reno is an 
excellent locality for a packing establish- 
ment, with ice for refrigerating purposes a 
few miles up the hill." 


II certainly shows luck of enterprise, of 


capital or of something else that a place so 
favorably situated as Reno is for the busi- 
ness should not have nu extensive beef 
'packing establishment. 
Cattle from all 


parts of the State and the eastern slope of 
California are brought here to be fattened 
on the succulent alfalfa of the adjacent 
meadows. 
Thousands upon thousands of 


fat beeves are shipped from ' here in ordi 
nary seasons to San Francisco and other 
parts of California, nnd recently to Chi- 
nago, Omaha and Paget Sound, 
If the 


business of shipping live cattle to the 
Mississippi and beyond and there slaugh- 
tering them and reshipping the beef in re- 
frigerator cars, or aaltiog and packing it, 
pays, and that it does Armour and others 
furnish ample proof, it ought to be doubly 
profitable at a place having such advan- 
tages aa Reno. Doubtless every dealer in 
provisions in Reno has on his shelves 
chipped beef or pickled tongue packed iu 
Chicago, and the slaughter houses of that 
city supply villages along the railroads and 
many of the hotels in the large cities for 
hundreds of miles in every direction with 
fresh beef shipped in ioe-oooled cars. 
Such being the fact with toe superior ad- 
vantages Reno has in being the center of a 
great grazing region, with abundance of ice 
accessible by rail within a few miles, well 
may outsiders ask "why it is that there is 
not a drepsed beef and packing house in 
this vicinity?" 


UNFOKTPNATE COLONISTS. 


About five jenra ago a colony was started 


at Eaweah. California, upon the Bellamy 
principle. The founders of the colony 
while they advocated the disuse of money, 
endeavored, it is said, to get oil the filthy 
lucre the colonists had. The settlement 
was made on lands reserved by the United 
States for the Yosemite National Park. 
Some of the colonists were arrested for 
trespassing and catting timber on the res- 
ervation and were recently convicted in 
the United States District Court at Los 


AtlgsloH. 


Many of the colonists,having nothing but 


the homes which they made on the reser- 
vation, are in a destitute condition. Where 
they expected to create an ideal community, 
snob as is pictured iu "Looking Back- 
ward," they find themselves confronted 
with starvation. Under the ruling of Sec- 
retary Noble and the decision of the 
United States Court they are trespassers 
upon the National Park, and two troops ot 
the Fourth United States Cavalry have 
been detailed by the War Department to 
guard the Park and drive ofi trespassers. 


The colonists, who are threatened with 


eviction, are making arrangements to pre- 
sent their case to the people. They have 
engaged five speakers, who are to be 
equipped with stereoscopic views of the 
colony and the men convicted of cutting 
timber on the Government reservation. 
They claim they are the victims of admin- 
istrative persecution, and will endeavor to 
create sympathy in their behalf, BO that 
public opinion will compel the Government 
to permit them to remain at Kaweah, or 
indemnify them for the losses they have 
sustained by eviction. Many of them are 
doubtless the victims of sharpers, and if 
each is shown to be the fact Congress will 
probably pass a bill for their relief. 


THE DEItTS OF NATIONS. 


A bulletin npon the debts of the great 


nations of the world has been issued by 
the Census Bureau. The total debt of 
foreign nations in 1890, less the sinking 
fucd, was $25,636,978,000, an increase of 
$2,151,503,655. The debt of the United 
States for the same decade shows a de- 
crease of $1,007,455,000 or more than one- 
half of the debt ia 1880. 
The debt of 


States and Territories decreased in the ten 
years $37,219,000, while the 
debt of 


counties increased $17,8-16,000 in the same 
time. The aggregate National, State and 
county indebtedness per capita shows a 
deoreitae from $46 59 in 1S30, to $20 40 
in 1890. 


The report of the Director of the Mint 


for 1890 places the estimated o'ook of gold 
and silver and the actual amount of " un- 
covered " paper money in the United 
Kingdom, France, Germany and the United 
States an $4,886,350,000. As these four 
countries are the great money centers of 
the world it is evident that there is not 
gold and silver enough in Europe to pay 
ten cents on the dollar of what it owes.

During the past few weeks 
more letters than ever have bet.n received 
from America, inquiring after imaginary es- 
tates, of fabulous sums awaiting the writers 
n banks of England. This correspond?noe, 
as far back as Mr. Lowell's time, grew to 
such enormous proportions, that all letters 
of this description had to be answered by 
printed circulars. Daring Lincoln's term 
o* office nearly all letters have come from 
small country towns, showing that the 
agents find them the most profitable fields. 
Texas, Kansas, Iowa and the far West seem 
to ba especially productive, although let- 
ters are received from all parts of the United 
Sta'es. All claims Lave been investigated 
and not one has been found to have any 
validity whatever. Claimants should also 
bear in mind that the statute of limitations 
fixed the period within which unclaimed 
estates revert to the Crown, and this period 
is twenty years. There are no large sums 
of money awaiting claimants in the Bank 
of England.

FORETELLING STORMS 


The Telephone as a Weather Indicator 


A scientific paper says the telephone is 


to have a new application, that of foretell 
ing storms. A new discovery has been 
mode as to one of the properties of this 
means of transmitting sound. By placing 
two iron bars at seven or eight meters' dis- 
tance from each other and then putting 
them in communication on one side by 
copper wire covered with rubber and on 
the other side with a telephone, a storm 
can be predicted at least twelve hours 
ahead through a dead sound hoard in the 
receiver. According as the storm advances 
ihe> sound resembles the beating of large 
tiailstones against the windows. 
Every 


flash of lightning and of course every clap 
of thunder that accompanies the storm 
produces a shook similar to that of the 
stroke of a stone cast between the dia- 
phragm and the instrument.
